KEN  DAWSON  LITTLE  SCULPTURES,  JANUARY  15  EXHIBITION  OPENS  UMFA 

Ken  Little  is  a  Texas  artist,  currently  teaching  in  the  art  department  of  Oklahoma  Univer¬ 
sity.  He  received  his  Master  of  Fine  Arts  degree  at  the  University  of  Utah.  Little  has 
moved  through  several  stages  of  three-dimensional  art:  highly  technical  craftsmanship,  the 
process  itself  as  art  (semi -performance  mode),  to  the  personal  philosophy  and  expression 
of  his  current  works.  Some  pieces  are  narrative,  biographical  experiences,  some  are  influenced 
by  nature  and  the  animal  world;  usually  the  works  combine  a  rational  and  intuitive  approach.

Multi-visit  Program 

2400  Salt  Lake  City  School  children  partici¬ 
pated  in  the  Utah  Museum  of  Fine  Arts' 
Multi-visit  Arts  and  Humanities  Program  this 
school  year.  UMFA  has  cooperated  with  the 
Salt  Lake  City  School  District  since  1 982  to 
provide  a  multi-visit  enrichment  program  to 
upper  elementary  grades.  The  program, 
offered  by  UMFA  educational  services,  was 
funded  this  year  in  part  by  a  grant  from  the 
National  Education  Agency  with  support 
from  Salt  Lake  City  School  District.  40  fourth 
grades  and  40  fifth  grades  selected  from  23 
schools  are  included  in  the  five  part 
program. 

The  five  part  program  is  correlated  with  the 
social  studies  of  4th  and  5th  grades.  Its 
objective  is  to  illustrate  that  the  visual  arts 
are  the  history  of  man’s  thought  as  well  as 
aesthetic  objects  to  be  enjoyed  visually. 

Museum  docents  who  have  been  specially 
trained  for  classroom  education  visited  each 
classroom  three  times.  The  first  classroom 
visit  prepared  the  children  for  their  first 
Museum  tour.  Children  become  aware  of 
UMFA  and  the  Museum’s  roll  in  collecting, 
preserving,  displaying  and  educating.  The 
second  classroom  visit  introduced  4th 
graders  to  lithography  and  the 
documentation  of  19th  century  America  by 
Currier  and  Ives.  In  November  4th  graders 
came  to  see  the  Esmark  exhibit  of  Currier 
and  Ives  lithographs. 

The  First  Great  American  Artists  were 
introduced  in  the  5th  grade  classrooms.  The

5th  grade  Museum  tours  in  January  and 
February  featured  the  American  collection. 
After  a  third  classroom  presentation  about 
sculpture  all  80  classes  came  to  the 
Museum  in  March  and  April  to  see  the  Henry 
Moore  Exhibit,  The  Reclining  Figure. 

Teachers  who  are  participating  in  the  five 
part  program  came  to  the  Museum  in 
September  for  orientation.  At  that  time  they 
received  educational  materials  prepared  by 
the  Museum  to  assist  them  in  preparing  their 
students  for  participation  in  the  program. 

Sue  McCoy,  Curator  of  Educational  Services 
developed  this  multi-visit  program.  Ann 
Stewart  and  June  Orme  coordinated  docent, 
classroom,  Museum  participation.  The  19
